Today our reformers’ 
would find a cure-all for the ills of) 
society in legislation, As a remedial 
measure for crime, legislation is very 
limited in its benefits. For those of 
good will, whosé outlook is right and 
whose hearts are true, legislation. is: 
helpful; for those whose hearts ‘are 
not right, legislation at best devel-| 
ops an. evil resourcefulness and, 
proves. a deterrent only betause of! 
its penalties. 

I venture to think that the press of 
the country is devoting entirely too’ 
much space to criminal actions. Criine | 
in a certain sense seems to have 
caught the imagination of the public. 
There is, unfortunately, a taste on the 
part of the people for reading the 
records of crime, There is a demand 
made upon the press to furnish such 
records. This demand is not at all 
reasonable, since it does not proceed 
from a wish to evaluate the extent of 
icrime, or to curb the power of or-: 
ganized criminals, or to find remedial | 
measures for crime. Perhaps the taste 
that formerly existed for reading 
novels dealing with imaginary crimes 
is now being satisfied by the record 
lof ‘actual crimes. The taste of such 
‘reading is more general because the 
printed page furnishing the record is 
‘so much more accessible through our 
daily papers. Youth in any of our 
cities perpetrates a shocking crime in

The number of German speaking 
Catholics steadily tmcreased until it 
reached ‘such proportions that it was 
deemed expedient to establish a sep- 
arate parish for them.

which served as such until. 1908. 

rr. Doyle was succeeded by Rev. 
Kr. Pinkers, durimge whose pastorate 
a brick school was erected on 
Tenth street near Ferry street. 
ers Neuber, Wehmhoff and Stephen 
followed in the order named as pas- 
tora of the congregation. During the 
next ten years, from 1858 to 1863, the 
congregation flourished wonderfully, 
its membership becoming so numer- 
ous that in 1863 it was decided at a 
meeting of the parishioners to erect 
a large new church on the corner of 
Ninth and North streets, a_ site 
hitherto used as a burial ground. 
The pastor at this time was 
Francis Deipenbrock and under his 
superintendence the present St. Boni- 
face Church was erected in the year 
1865. The church Fr. Deipenbrock 
built is a spacious brick edifice of the 
Gothic order of architecture, 1565x60 
feet, and without tower and spire cost 
$28,762.00. The good Father resigned 
as pastor in 1866,

An auditorium on the second floor 
\Was used as a meeting room for the 
‘Young Ladies’ Sodality. In 1885 Fr. 
Daniel built a residence for the teach- 

St. Boniface schools on the 
‘corner of Tenth and Ferry streets at 
‘a cost of $2,500.00. In the summer 
of 1887 the tower and spire of the 
church were completed for $2,000.00. 
The tower and spire rise to the height 
of 186 feet. The spire is crowned by 
a nine-foot cross. In this year Fr. 
Daniel was compelled by a severe
